It 1s well known to thole who have Read.the 
Old Accounts, how Vigoroufly the Primitive Chri- 
fians Oppofed and Reffed the Emperor Lucinius, 
when, in breach of Faith and Law, he Perfecuted | 
them, ‘And, as if this had not been enough, they 
entéred into an Offenfivea Alliance with Confantine 
the Great, who heartily joyn'd with them in Re- 
ffing the Tyrant. And Eufebins faith of him, 
Lhat be held it his Duty.to deliver an Infinite Num- 
ber of Men, by Cutting off a few wicked Unc:, as the 
Pe/ts and Plagues of the times. 

_. When A/per was propofed to be made Emper- ’ 
our, without any Confiderations of Heredétary- 
Right, or any other his Pretenfions to Govern- 
menty he was Oppofed by the Primitive Chrifians 
of Conflantinople ; but they Confénted to the No- 
mination of bie becaufe they knew him endow d:- 
with the Neteflary Qualifications: for Govern- 

. taent, which the other had not. 

When the King of Perfa commenc’d a Bloody 
Per fecution againit the Chriftians in that Country, 
they took Arms in their own Defence and Refiffed 
him, and not only fo,,but they Negotiated with 
Theodofius, the Roman Emperour, Who enter'd into 
Alliance with them, and told the King of Perfa, 
He.was ready to Defend them, and in no wife to fee 
them fuffer for Religion. ; 

So did the Chiiftians of Armenia Major make. 
a League with the Romans,for the fecurity of their 
Perfons and Religion againit the Opprellive Vio- 
Jence of the Perfans, under whom they Lived. 

And when'they have had no Alliance with 
Powers, God has wonderfully Afiifted: them in. 
_ their Refflance againft Confederated Enemies of 
: t rete -As when the Novatians Aflifted 


y the Orchodes, Reffod Beat, and entirely Row
